London, March 24.--Mr St. Joba Bro- 
drick, replyiny to a question in the House 
of Coniinong, said that Mr Schalk Burgher, 
a fortnight age. intimated to Lord Kit- 
cheer his destre for sife-cunduct through 
the British lines, to see Mr Steyr in refer: 
ence to th ibility of peace propusals, 
avd Tord tehener, with the assent of 
Government, neceded. 
[Why King Edward Stayed at 
Home. 

Calentta, Mareh 25. The Landon cor 
respondent of the Indian Daily Neves, 
wiring on the 28rd instant, sayn i-Tt is 
crediblPstnted that the King’s visit to the 
Riviern was abandoned owing to the dan- 
gor_of pro-Boer alfront, 

The papers take it for granted: that Mr 
Schalk Burgher and his eompanians are 
ama peace mission, but doubt whether the 
authority of tho Delegates is recognised hy 
Generals Botha, De-la-Rey and De Wet. 

A Staaderd telegram from Pretorin says 
that the Boer Delegates atayed two hours. 
in Pretoria, interviewed Lord Kitchener, 
and proceeded by train to the Orange River 
Colony. : 

Mr Schalk Bargher and the other De- 
logutes have been stationed at Rhen- 
osterkop, tu the north of Balmoral, and for 
the post week were grently harried by 
Colonel Park and other commanders.
